F. Grandt, Wheeling su­ 
pervisor, and the surrender of his 
office ten days earlier, the town 
board of auditors, meeting with 
the

committee

night, passed a resolution, declar­ 
ing the office of supervisor vacant. 
The resolution reads: 
Whereas the 
Board of Town 
Auditors heretofore directed the 
Town Clerk to make a demand on 
tile Supervisor, Charles F. Grandt, 
to account for certain funds; and, 
Whereas said Towrn Clerk has 
made such demand on said Super­ 
visor, but said Supervisor has not 
made any amounting pursuant to 
such demand, although he has had 
ample time to do so; and, 
Whereas' it appears that said 
Supervisor has carried the Town 
Funds in his personal account and 
co-mingled them with 
his own 
funds; and, 
Whereas said Supervisor did on 
or about the 13th day of April, A. 
D. 1939, absent himself from his 
office and residence and has not 
communicated with his said office 
or residence since said time, and 
has failed to perform any of the 
duties of his office since that date, 
and has abandoned his said office 
as Supervisor and as ex officio Ov­ 
erseer of the Poor, and has by reas­ 
on of the foregoing m atters for- 
feited his said office; now', there­ 
fore, 
Be It Resolved that the Office 
of Supervisor of Wheeling Town­ 
ship be and the same is hereby de­ 
clared vacant and subject to be 
filled according to the provisions of 
law relating to the filling of va­ 
cancies in township offices. 


Due tv) technical 
reasons, the 
board could not act the same ev­ 
ening as a boaru of appointment. 
Town Clerk Howard Helm has is­ 
sued a call for a meeting of the 
justices of the peace as a board 
of appointment on Friday evening 
when an appointment is expected 
to be made.

Grandt, was present at the Mon­ 
day evening meeting. 
While there is nothing certain 
that Mr. Klehm will be named as 
supervisor, it is reported that he 
holds the recommendation of the 
citizens committee chiefly because 
of his experience in the relief work 
and his willingness to make it a 
full time job for himself perform­ 
ing the duties of clerk with two 
women assistants at minor salar­ 
ies, thereby’ making an estimated 
saving of $2,ODO a year in admin­ 
istrative costs. 
Applications re­

Safety stops had 
been inserted to stop the blade in 
case of mishap. 
Stephenson, 
standing close 
to 
the guillotine, saw the safety stops 
give way and quickly grabbed the 
blade, which fortunately had a 
dulled edge, preventing it from 
defending on Karloff s neck.

was rushed to an emergency hos­ 
pital, and after treatment fur se­ 
vere cuts on his hand, he was tak­ 
en to his home.
